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NAZIFYING DENMARK 


Steps to Introduce Racism 
DANES RESIST ANTI-SEMITISM 


{From a Correspondent] 


The Nazi authorities in Denmark are proceeding with the 
introduction of anti-Jewish measures in that country. 
According to the well-informed Freterrssenper, the 
Gestapo has appointed a special Commission in Denmark 
to prepare the introduction of all the Nazi racial laws into 
the Scandinavian territories seized by the Nazis. 

In the meantime, the Nazis in charge of the occupation of 
Denmark have already forbidden the Danish Jews from 
engaging in banking. antique. and jewellery business. Pro- 
hibition of mixed marriages and the segregation of Jewish 
from non-Jewish children is expected to follow soon. 

the Jewish Refugee Commitiee of Copenhagen has 
appealed to the Nazi authorities to allow the emigration of 
Jewish youths from the country; this applies particularly to 
370 Jewish youths in Denmark who were. preparing for 
emigration to Palestine and already had their visas before 
the Nazis occupied the country. So far, the Committee has 
received no reply. 

Ihe Nazi-controiled newspapers in Denmark continue 
their propaganda against the Jews, but they seem to be 
meeting with very little success, for the Danes are rejecting 
the anti-Semitic propaganda of the Nazis, as they are doing 
everything else advocated by the invaders. It is reported 
that the relationship between the Danes and the Jews has 
never been better than it is at present. 


The Nazi authorities in Oslo have ordered the closing 
down of all Jewish businesses in the Norwegian city, the 
Nieuw. ISRABLITISCHE WeekBLAD, of Amsterdam, reports 
from Stockholm. Refugees from Osio who have succeeded 
in reaching Stockholm are quoted as the source of the report. 


Ihe Nazi Commissar for’ Oslo. Herr Trebowen, has 
ordered the registration of all Jewish refugees im the city. 
The owners of Jewish businesses have also been ordered to 
submit a complete list of their property, stocks, and raw 
material. 


FINLAND OPENS ITS DOORS 


_ Refugees from Norway and Denmark 


The Finnish Government, it is learned, has opened its 
frontiers to Jewish refugees from Norway and Denmark. 
The Finns are particularly eager to admit into their country 
Jewish doctors, dentists, engineers, and skilled artisans. 

Che refugees arriving from Norway state that most of 
the Jewish homes in Bergen have been destroyed in the 
bombardment or requisitioned by the Nazi soldiers. 


DEATH PREFERRED TO GHETTO 
Many Suicides in Lodz 


Sixty-three leading Jews have committed suicide in Lodz 
rather than submit to further Nazi persecution and terror. 
Amongst the victims are eleven Jewish doctors, seven 
lawyers, and well-known Jewish textile industrialists, as 
well as former prominent social workers. Some of them 
committed suicide soon after their compulsory transfer to 
the Lodz ghetto, finding conditions and life within the 
ghetto unbearable. 

The ghetto area of Lodz comprises the Baluty quarter 
and seven surrounding streets. Formerly the area was 
inhabited by some 75.000 people. Now the quarter will 
have to house the whole of the nearly 150,000 Jews that are 
still left in Lodz of a total pre-war population of some 
230,000. 


The congestion in the ghetto is described as being 
“horrible and beyond description.” Contact between the 
ng and outside is rigidly restricted by the Nazi guards. 

mn some days the Jews in the ghetto are forbidden to go 
outside for any purpose whatsoever, and the inhabitants 
are unable to obtain food and other necessities. There ts 
an extreme shortage of medical supplies. The big Jewish 
hospital has been seized by the Nazis for the use of the 
local Germans. 


BENEFIT TO TRADE 
Britain’s New Industries 


PROFITS TAKEN FROM 
GERMANY 
(From a Special Correspondent} 


Slowly but surely the refugees are themselves proving 
that the contribution which they can make to the 
economic and industrial life of the country can Be 
considerable. 

The distressed and special areas. in particular, have 
benefited from the enterprise of refugees. At the 
Treforest Estate in Wales, fifty-five refugee firms have 
established industries, and are employing 1,800 people, 
At the Team Valley Estate, Gateshead-on-Tyne, twenty- 
two refugee firms are employing about 1,420 people; 
and in Cumberland, some eight factories established by 
aliens are employing almost 500 people. 

Practically all these industries ae entirely new to this 
country, and have only been established alter a thorough 
Government scrutiny. 


The Fur Trade 


Typical of the way in which this country has benefited 
at the expense of Germany ts the fur trade. The story 
of how London has taken the place of Leipzig as the 
most important fur market in the world ts now familiar. 
But not so familiar is the fact that highly skilled pro- 
cesses Known only on the Continent are now becoming 
common here. The second largest fur company in the 
country is directed by a Jewish refugee from Leipzig 
who employs 350 people. This firm is now dyeing sheep- 
skins, lambskins, and nutria which were chiefly 
imported from Budapest. Moreover, the chemicals used 
in the process were formerly imported from Germany, 
but have now given way to English dyestulls. 


Formerly Obtained from Germany 


Metal tube containers for packing soap, toothpaste, 
cosmetics, and similar articles, were formerly obtained 
mainly from Germany-—from a Jewish manufacturer there. 
That firm is now established in this country, selling con- 
tainers to firms -here who were previously dependent on 
foreign supplies, employing several hundred persons, and 
depriving Germany of this trade in other parts of the world. 

Huge supplies of leather used to be imported from 
America because British manufacturers could not put a 
finish on leather equal to that of the American. A retugee 
took over an old mill at Eccles, and the works that he has 
established produce the chemicals which now make tt 
unnecessary to import leather from America. In another 
part of Lancashire a disused mill has béen turned into a 
tannery with secret processes never before used in this 
country. 

A survey of the industries set up by the refugees is at 
present being made, and I understand that a report is likely 
to be issued very shortly. 


Welcomed As Workers 


It is not only in the establishment of industries that the 
refugees are proving their worth, They are also, when 
permitted, stepping into the breach as workers. The Textire 
WEEKLY. for instance, reported in the middie of March that 
plans were being made for the employment of Jewish 
refugees as weavers in Perth textile mills. “There is a 
shortage of weavers in Perth,” the paper wrote, “ and though 
the refugees are not quite skilled workers, they have had 
some experience of weaving in their own countries. With 
a course of expert and practical training, tt ts expected they 
will be able to fill the labour shortage in the Perth muiils.” 

The PeRTHSHIRE ADVERTISER commented: “ There ts no 
question of the refugees being employed at the expense of 
local labour.” 

The question of the employment of refugee labour in 
other sections of the cotton industry has also been discussed, 
because-——-as the Secretary of the Rochdale Cotton 
Employers’ Association recently stated-——there was a serious 
shortage of labour in the cotton industry. “Certainly the 
labour shortage in certain sections of the cotton industry 
has now reached the acute stage,” the RocHDALE OsserRver 
has stated, “and workers of certain categories are actually 
being ‘paid off” because of the inability of other depart- 
ments to absorb their output. If these departments cannot 
be manned in any other way the bringing in of refugee 
labour may provide a solution.” ~

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE 


Heavy Decreases in Income 
TREASURER’S GRAVE WARNING 


Children’s Education Appeal 


In his budget speech to the members of the Council 
of the United Synagogue at Woburn House last 
week, Dr. M. Epstein, the Joint Treasurer, spoke 
of the gravity of the financial position, which, he said, 
in these war days was “ fraught with alarm.” He stressed 
the need for a determined effort to be made every- 
where to maintain effective membership. 

The meeting was presided over by Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen, K.B.E. 

Dr. Nathan Morris made a statement on the problems 
of Jewish religious education. There were, he said, about 
25,000 Jewish children of school age in Greater London, 
of whom nearly sixty per cent. were receiving more or 
less regular education before the war. Now, they barely 
and precariously kept in touch with less than a third of 
their school population. The great majority of the children 
had lost all touch with Jewish education and all it stood for. 

Before the war, close on £50,000 a year was spent 
on Jewish religious education in Greater London—1i.e., the 
Community provided nearly £2 a head for children of school 
age. That was painfully inadequate, judged by modern 
standards, but it bore some relation to the need. Now, 
the pooled means of the combined organisations amounted 
to an insecure £10,000 a year. The provision per child 
was something like 8s. 4d. 


Community Judged by its Children 


There were still some 5,000 of their children scattered 
over a large area of the English countryside. Their interest, 
their behaviour, their social tone would inevitably be 
generalised even by their friendly neighbours into a picture 
of the Community as a whole. By resolute and unremitting 
effort the Joint Emergency Committee had managed to 
make contact with the great majority of these children, 
to afford them the religious and social guidance that was 
sO badly needed. But all the time there was the problem 
of London daily growing more acute. At the present 
moment there were at least 15,000 Jewish children of school 
age in London. Of these they kept count of less than 
3,000. The rest were out of their reach simply and chiefly 
because they were beyond their means. 

The Emergency Committee was appealing for £10,000 
this year. This would only give them considerably less 
than £1 per child. But it would at least give them a fighting 
chance to trv to avert the threatened collapse. The first 
day of Shevuot was proposed as Appeal Day in the various 
Synagogues. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen supported Dr. Morris’s appeal. 

Sir "Robert said that meeting was the expression of a 
feeling of the Hon. Officers that they really could not 
g0 on with their work without establishing some kind of 
closer contact with the leading members of the United 
Synagogue as represented on the Council. They had 
meetings about once a month with the Hon. Officers of all 


the Synagogues, and they proposed at every other of those 
meetings to ask the whole of the Council. 

Mr. John Lewis, said the Chairman, had resigned from 
the Chairmanship of the Welfare Committee, and Mr. Theo. 
H. Fligelstone had agreed to accept the office. Mr. Courts 
had received a commission in the Air Force. — 

in connection with the Group Membership scheme, he 
announced that since their last meeting with the Hon. 
Officers of the Synagogues, five new groups had been formed 
—at Goring, Amersham, Beaconsfield, High Wycombe, and 
Luton——making a total of cleven centres. | 

Before calling on Dr. Epstein to make his speech, the 
Chairman paid a tribute to him for the way in which he 
had shouldered the burden of Treasurer in the absence of 
his colleague, the Hon. Ewen Montagu. © : 

Dr. Epstein began by expressing their good wishes to 
Mr. Montagu, who was serving with the Navy, and the 
other Hon Officer on active service, Mr. Stephen Cohen. 

Of the problems of Metropolitan Jewry, the most urgent, 
he said, were those which resulted from the abnormal 
financial situation produced by war conditions. By 
November | last year, revenue was down by nearly £15,000. 
Even before this, the Hon. Officers had set about making 
economies at head office and suggesting economies tn the 
constituent Synagogues in various directions. 


Result of Economies 


The result of economies was that the disparfty between 
revenue and expenditure was to some extent lessened. Later 
it became apparent that further measures had perforce to 
be decided upon. When it was considered that, in normal 
times, out of a total annual expenditure of some £150,000, 
no less than £55,000 was accounted for by salaries, it 
became evident that the question of reducing salaries would 
have to be considered. 

The Hon. Officers would like to bring the point home 
to every member of the Council that the financial situation 
of the United Synagogue during these war days was fraught 
with alarm. During the last year or two, the Treasurers 
had been at pains to stress the fact that, even if so-called 
normal times, the expenditure of the Constituent Syna- 


‘gogues was threatening to outstrip their aggregate revenue. 


With the abnormal situation that the war brought about, 
ijt was not surprising that the position was no longer merely 
threatening but extremely dangerous. Very many members 
of the Constituent Synagogues left London, going into what 
were considered safe areas. Others felt the adverse con- 
sequences of the upheaval in the economic life of the 
general community, and not a few had to review their 
personal expenditure. 


Plea to Ministers and Readers 


What needed to be most Stressea, said the speaker, was 
a determined effort every*shere to maintain effective mem- 
bership. While local Hon. Officers might do much to keep 
in touch with members, if this problem were tackled with 
a will by the Ministers and Readers, the membership of 
the United Synagogue could well be retained. | 

In view of the opinion which one still met that the United 
Synagogue was in possession of ample funds, he drew atten- 
tion to the fact that, apart from its annual revenue, and 
the Trust Funds which it was bound to administer not for 
itself but for specific uses, and apart from the Synagogue 
buildings which it owned and which only had a value, if 


one might put it so, so long as the United Synagogue was 
a going concern, the only liquid assets which the Hon. 
Officers had at their disposal were the accumulated savings 
in the Ministers’ Salaries Fund. In the accounts at the 
end of 1938 that Fund stood at £37,300. In the abnormal 
circumstances of the last four months of 1939, there was no 
alternative but to fall back on that Fund in ced gai 
problem of how to meet the wide gap‘that had suddenly 
opened between the income and their expenditure. 

if in the year 1940, Dr. Epstein warned the meeting, 
members of the United Synagogue were to fall short in 
their obligations to their Synagogues on more or less the 
same proportionate lines as in the last four months of 1939, 
the less of income in 1940 would be of the order of £25,000 
to £30,000. As against that, economies already introduced, 
as well as the continued suspension of recoupments, would 
reduce the shortage to approximately £7,000, and again 
there would be no alternative but to make up the shortage 
by drawing still further on the Ministers’ Salaries Fund. 
Accordingly, at the end of 1940, the Ministers’ Salaries Fund 
may be expected to stand at approximately £8,800. If, un- 
happily, the existing war conditions extended into the year 
1941. and the finances showed no improvement, it was not 
too much to say that the whole structure of the United 
Synagogue would be endangered. 

Farlier in the meeting sympathetic reference was made 
by the Chairman to the death of Mr. Henry Isaac. Mr. 
Isaac, he said, after serving the United Synagogue faith- 
fully for many years, had expressed a few months ago a 
wish to retire because of failing health, and it was a great 
tragedy that he died almost within a few days of his 
retirement.

SERMON. FOR THE WEEK 


The Lamps of the Sanctuary 


“He shall set in order the lamps upon the pure 
candlestick before the Lord continually.” 
—Leviticus xxiv, 4. 


It was a sacred duty enjoined upon the priests to 
keep the lamp continuously burning day and night 
within the sanctuary of the Lord. As the symbol of 
the undying and indestructible spirit of religion within 
the soul of man, this teaching of the perpetual lamp 
has ever played an inspiring part in the mentality of our 
people. The light of this lamp has never utterly been 
extinguished. When the hand of the enemy destroyed 
the Temple and carried away in triumph its sacred 
lamp, a new light was forthwith kindled in the hearts of 
Israel by the devoted R. Jochanan ben Zakkai that 
ensured the preservation of our most cherished spiritual 
treasures for all time. The teachings of the Torah 
became an essential part of the daily life of the Jew, 
interwoven with the texture of his very existence. And 
thus the lamp of the holy sanctuary, the lamp of religion, 
continued to burn with undimmed brilliance and to 
shine out amidst the darkness of the world. 

This perpetual light of the teaching of God and the 
Law of righteousness in the relations of man to his 
brother-man is kept alive by the Divine spark in each 
human soul. For the fundamental basis of our Judaism 
is the convinced belief in the existence of a personal 
God of infinite wisdom and power. The laws of nature 
are His laws. The forces of nature are His forces. 
But in the midst of these law-governed forces the 
Creator has placed a strange force or power which we 
see to be of a different nature from the rest. In a word, 
the God who ordained Law also ordained Freedom, 
which He made to dwell in the Will of man. Man can 
choose: man can originate: man can make the forces 
around him slaves by his freedom under the Law of 
God. 

The tendency that is noted to-day in certain Jewish 
circles to teach a racial doctrine which is to take the 
place of a religious consciousness cannot be condemned 
too severely. To call oneself a Jew and to deny our 
belief in Judaism as a way of life, as a spiritual system 
of faith, ts the very negation of all tradition, of all 
history, ts an entirely false conception. By keeping 
alight the flame of religious truth with its exalted 
doctrines of morality, of the love of our fellow-men, 
of justice, and of righteousness, by this method alone 
can there dawn any real hope in the world of a future 
paradise of peace and happiness. By the inspiration of 
our Law alone can man be fortified in his colossal task 
of uprooting that jungle of savagery in which to-day 
wild beasts devour and ravage their weaker neighbours. 
Unmoved by the scepticism so prevalent in our midst, 
in. spite of endless contradictions and controversies in 
the sphere of religious belief, we will never permit the 
spirit of our religious fidelity to be chilled by the clouds 
of mental doubt, this “ plague-wind of our century,” 
for “ Thou art my lamp, O Lord, and the Lord doth 
lighten my darkness.” 

Side by side with the lamp of faith in the sanctuary 
there must also burn the lamp of hope and courage. 
The darkness around seems to blot out all rays of light 
and to fill us with despondency and despair for the 
future. It is indeed at times almost impossible to behold 
the light of God's love. The agony of sutlering through 
which millions of innocent human beings are now 
passing seems to have filled the world with a 
nightmare of horror and impenetrable darkness. The 
laws of God and civilised mankind are defied and the 
outlook is indeed full of perplexity. As in the natural 
world, we are impelled to exclaim, in the grief of our 
souls, “ The sun is not shining to-day,” just because a 
passing cloud hides it from us. But the sun is shining 
as brilliantly as ever behind the clouds and will very 
soon reveal itself again. In this way the darkness otf 
the moment obscures the light of the lamp of hope in 
our daily lives. The sunshine of the Divine mercy is 
apparently concealed from our view by reason of the 
overwhelming anxiety that afflicts our very souls. We 
fail to discern the gleam of hope through the misery of 
the hour, and, doubtful of ultimate victory, we become 
full of complaints, “and the people were as murmurers 
speaking evil in the ears of the Lord “—our depression 
masters our spirit, and in our dismay we exclaim: 
“ There is no help for him in his God.” A passionate 
cry for “light, more light,” goes up from our hearts, 
for the light of the Divine consolation, for the light of 
spiritual strength and courage and determination to 
fight on in the cause of righteousness and freedom, 
until the enemy is completely routed. The fiercer the 
contest, the more rooted must our faith in our Divine 
Helper become. If we ever permitted the flame of our 
assured confidence in Him to flicker out, then indeed all 
would be lost: the prospect of restoring the civilised 
world to a true acceptance of the teachings of right and 
justice and humanity would perish, and the future would 
be black in the extreme. But Israel never forgets. 
Inspired by the knowledge of the workings of Divine 
salvation in the past history of our people, the lamp 
of our eternal hope will never be extinguished, but, 
amidst the darkness that enshrouds us, continue to send 
forth its rays to cheer our hearts, to strengthen our 
resolve to endure through all the trials that have been 
sent to test our courage and our faith, for, in the 
pocenen hour of our distress, we will cry unto the 

rd and He will hear our voice and He will save us. 


Obituary 


MRS. REBECCA UMANSKI 


Pioneer of the Women’s Movement 
in Zionism 


Mrs. Rebecca Umanski, widow of the late Dr. Moses 
Umanski, formerly of Leeds, died on Saturday at her home 
in London. Mrs. Umanski was 
born in the Ukraine in 1870. She 
and her husband were associ- 
ated with the Bilu movement of 
the Chovevei Zion, and their 
enthusiastic response to the call of 
Herzl in 1897 was a natural result. 
She was one of the earliest mem- 
bers of the Women’s International 
League, and, with Mrs. Henrietta 
Diamond, established the Leeds 
Ladies Zionist Association, the 
first of its kind tn this country and 
the forerunner of the Federation 
of Women Zionists and =the 
W.1.Z.0. She was its Chairman 
for many years, until she came 
to London ten years ago. Mrs. 
Umanski helped to create the Leeds Zionist Central Council, 
in which women workers were well represented. For thirty 
years, from 1900, she never relaxed her efforts, in spite of 
the claims of a large family. She helped in establishing 
the Zebulun Seafaring Society. 


At the First Congress 


In 1897, she attended the First Zionist Congress, to which 
her husband was a delegate, and was elected a delegate 
from England to the Second Congress in 1898 On this 
occasion she took with her her tiny children to receive the 
personal blessing of Herzl. 

When the late Alderman Jacob Moser (who was Lord 
Mayor of Bradford) declared his iniention of establishing a 
memorial to Herzl im 1904, Mrs. Umansk:i and her husband 
persuaded him to found a Jewish hospital and a Jewish 
institute, both of which now carry the names of Herzl and 
Moser. 

Mrs. Umanski ts survived by two sons (Joseph and Jack) 
and four daughters: the three eldest are Dr. Augusta Land- 
man (the wife of Mr. Samuel Landman), Mrs. Leon Simon, 
and Mrs. Harry Brostoff; the youngest, Miss Lucy Under- 
wood, is Matron of the West Hampstead Jewish School. 


MR. ABRAHAM FRUMKIN 
Writer and Translator 


The death has occurred in New York, at the age of 
67. of the well-known Jewish writer. Abraham Frumkin. 

Frumkin was born in Jerusalem in 1873. He was the son 
of the Hebrew writer, Israel Dov Frumkin, editor of the 
Hebrew weekly, HACHAVATSELETH, and he began his 
journalistic work on his father’s journal, HACHAVATSELETH, 
and was soon contributing to the first Hebrew dailies 
published in Russia, HAMELETZ and HaAtzeriran. 

Between #899 and 1904, Frumkin lived in New York 
and was a constant contributor to the Jewisn Dany For- 
WARD. He settled later in Paris and then in London, 
where he published a large number of translations of 
European classics imto Yiddish, including Tchechov's 
comedies and Ibsen's dramas, Maxim Gorky’s short stories 
and Knut Hamson’s novels. He also translated Oscar 
Wilde's Salome,” Israel Zangwills Dreamers of the 
Ghetto.” and R. L. Stephenson's “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde.” 


MRS. HILDA FELDMAN 


The Rev. H. MAYEROWITSCH writes: 

The tragic death of Mrs. Hilda Feldman, widow of Dr. 
W. M. Feldman, whose sudden death about ten months 
ago shocked the whole London community, marks the 
untimely end of a life dedicated to lovingkindness and 
social service. 

True to the traditions of the Feldman family, Mrs. 
Feldman took an active part in the affairs of many com- 
munal and charitable institutions, to which she gave un- 
stintingly ot her time, energy, and. experience. The 
United Synagogue Welfare Committee, the B'nai B'rith 
Women's Lodge, the West Hampstead Jewish Day School, 
the Jewish Free Reading Room, the Jewish Refugee Com- 
mittee, and numerous other organisations benefited by her 
sparkling intelligence, her common sense, her genius for 
organisation, and her sympathetic understanding for those 
in need. 


MRS. ELSIE FINE (Cardiff) 


THe Rev. H. JeRevticn writes: 

By the death on the last day of Passover, at the age 
of 70, of Mrs. Aseneth Elsie Fine, wife of the late Mr. 
Lewis L. Fine, J.P.. the Cardiff Community has suffered 
a severe loss, for she was, indeed, “a mother in Israel.” 
She was a member of Cathedral Road and Windsor Place 
Congregations; was one of the best workers for the Royal 
Infirmary Linen Guild, the Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent 
Society, the Sewing Guild, and the Jewish Board of 
Guardians; and was President of the Elsie Fine Lodge of 
the Achei Brith. No appeal for any worthy cause was ever 
made to her in vain. She endowed a bed at the Seligman 
Convalescent Home, Etchingham, Sussex, in memory of her 
husband.

MR, GEORGE LANSBURY 
Beloved in East London 


The passing of the great-hearted M.P. for Bow and 
Bromicy, Mr. George Lansbury, who diced on Tuesday in 
his eighty-first year, will be deeply mourned not only by 
Jews of the East End, among whom he lived for seventy 
years, but by Jewry generally. 

There must be hundreds of stories of “ Uncle George's’ 
acts of kindness in Bast London and of his association with 
Jewish institutions and Jewish families, but his sympathy 
towards Jewry widened in recent years so that he was 
concerned very much with their sufferings on the Continent. 
Peaceful man though George Lansbury was universally 
known to be, he returned trom a visit to Poland in 1937 
“ boiling over with indignation and with shame that the 
world outside, in which I include myself, should be so 
unaware of the conditions that prevail,” to quote his own 
words. 

Following the deportation of fews itom Germany to 
Poland and the resulting conditions in no-man’s-land, Mr. 
Lansbury accepted the Chairmanship of the Polish Jewish 
Refugee Fund, organised by the United Appeal in 
November, 1938. Writing to Tat Jewish CHRONICLE at 
the time, he said: 

A year ago, I saw and heard at first hand something of the 
perpetual musery and suffering which accompanied life for many 
many thousands in Poland and elsewhere in Europe, and at that 
time, both in and out of Parliament, did my best to arouse 
public opinion as to the great need for help on a big scale 
To-day, this refugee problem 1s one that the Government must 
ultimately take action to remedy. It 1s something of a disgrace 
that the open unoccupied spaces of the world are not immed 
ately thrown open as places of refuge for those persecuted 
multitudes 


THE LATE REV. HARRY S. LEWIS 


Dr. MAriuck writes: 

Harry Lewis was a unique personality. He fulfilled the 
Rabbis’ description of the Chassid: He who says ~ What ts 
mine is thine and what is thine ts thine.” The motivating 
impulse in all his life was his faith: from it flowed his 
infinite kindness; it also raised him above mere conven- 
tions. With all his gentleness he was a man of firm opinions. 
He became a Zionist when Zionism was far from its present 


fashionableness because he believed in its spiritual value. 


He lived his religion. Some called him saintly.

‘* Javneh’’ Association Formed

At. a recent meeting held at Jews’ College, with Rabbi 
Dr. f. Epstein in tne chair, tt was decided, on the propost- 
tion of Dr. I. Weinstock, to establish an association for 
organising cultural activities, named “Javneh,” in every 
Jewish community in London and the provinces. A system 
of study circles and lectures on varied aspects of Jewish 
knowledge is to be set up 

Ihe executive officers are: the Chief Rabin, President; 
Rabbis Dr. 1. Epstein, Vice-President Ly 1. Weinstock, 
Chairman: and Dr. 1. Goodman, Vice-Chairman; Mr, } 
Cohen, Treasurer (pro tem); Mr. Myer Donmitz, Secretary. 

A Central Research Board of scholars has been set up 
to prepare the syllabus. Ihe Board will give literary 
advice to lecturers and provide them with relevant text- 
books. Rabbi Dr. W. Gotlieb will act as Tutor in 
Rabbinics. Rabbi Dr. H. J. Zimmels, formerly lecturer 
at Breslau Rabbinical Seminary, Tutor in Bible and His- 
tory. and a Tutor for Literature and Philosophy will be 
appointed. 

To maintain the highest possible standards the Board 
will have the co-operation of an Advisory Panel of leading 
scholars. Among those who have already agreed to serve 
on the Panel are Professor Samuel Krauss, formerly Prin- 
cipal of Vienna Theological Seminary, as Permanent 
General Adviser: Rabbi Dr. [. Epstein, Dr. Cecil Roth, 
Dr. l. Levine, and Mr. Leon Simon. 

Javneh’s first activity, the setting up of a system of study 
circles, has begun, and the text, “ A Study of Jewish Laws 
and Traditions,” has been supplied to communities through- 
out the country. 

The Javneh Association is affiliated to the Council for 
Jewish Adult Education, to co-ordinate its activities. Its 
address is Hampstead Garden Suburb Synagogue, Norrice 
Lea.

Anti-Semitism Germany’s First Step 


Articles in the official Soviet Press show that while Soviet 
Russia condemns Hitler's racial policy, it is determined to 
reach a united anti-religious front with the Nazis. and this 
in spite of the fact that the fight against religion in Russia 
has been relaxed.

TRANSMIGRANTS IN BULGARIA 
Pitiable Position ot Refugees

Some days ago I visited the Bulgarian Black Sea Port of 
Varna where some 400 Jewish migrants are awaiting trans- 
port for Palestine. Amongst them were refugees from a 
number of countries. Their condition | found truly pitiable. 
Most of them had to sleep in the rooms of the Beth-Am at 
Varna on the bare boards and were living from hand to 
mouth on what gifts they could obtain from the local Jewish 
community through the communal organisations. The cost 
of supporting them with food alone amounts to some three 
thousand Levas a day, and it is fast becoming impossible 
for the local community with their limited funds to provide 
them with the bare necessities. The Central Consistory at 
Sofia is itself in financial difficulties and thus can afford 
little help to these unfortunate migrants.

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CHILE’S ATTITUDE TO 
IMMIGRATION 


Foreign Minister Interviewed 
HOPEFUL WORDS 


[From a Correspondent—SantTiaco] 


Dr. Jacob Helman, representative of the World Jewish 
Congress, Prof. Lipschitz, of the Santiago University, and 
Don Enrique Molina, secretary of the anti-Racial move- 
ment of Chile, have been received by Dr. Cristobal Saenz, 
Chilean Foreign Minister. The visit of the Jewish repre- 
sentatives was in connection with the stoppage of immi- 
gration into Chile. 

Dr. Helman put forward a suggestion for the immigra- 
tion of Jewish agriculturists and industrialists into Chile 
under the auspices of the World Jewish Congress. 

The Foreign Minister deplored the ‘inability of the 
present liberal Government of Chile to counteract efficiently 
the popular suspicions cultivated by the parties in opposi- 
tion to the Government—a movement which had forced 
the Government to take measures against immigration. 
The absence of proper immigration laws had only com- 
plicated the situation. But the Chilean Parliament, said 
the Minister, was going to introduce such laws within the 
new few months so as to regularise immigration into Chile. 

Chile’s future, said the Foreign Minister, lies in her 
ability to develop industry, and Jews could render 
valuable services in this field. The Minister invited the 
representatives to prepare a memorandum outlining a 
definite scheme for immigration which could serve as a 
basis for the Government in the forthcoming debate in 
Parliament. “My human sympathies and my deepest 
convictions encourage me to support a suitable immigration 
scheme, and I am going to do it.” 

Dr. Helman promised that the suggested memorandum 
would be prepared. 


Anti-Semitism a Misfortune 


The Minister expressed his special interest in and 
sympathy with the achievements of the Jews in Palestine. 
He asked the delegation to tell the Jewish public that he 
was willing to give his full support to the realisation of a 
Jewish State in Palestine, and particularly at the peace 
conference when it is held. “The Jews,” he said, “ will 
be respected and esteemed like every other nation only 
when they stop being compelled to wander about the 
world but have a country of their own.” 

The minister added that he would welcome a Pan- 
American Jewish Congress in Santiago de Chile. 

Finally Dr. Saenz asked the delegation not to regard 
certain measures, necessitated by the present situation, as 
evidence of anti-Semitism. Anti-Semitism, he declared, 
was a misfortune for Chile, and he and the Government 
would do all in their power to prevent Chile being 
demoralised by it. 


PSYCHOLOGY OF ANTI-SEMITISM

RECENT NAZI ANTI-JEWISH 
DECREES 


Mixed Marriages Dissolved 


CHILDREN ILLEGITIMISED 


{From a Correspondent) 


A Nazi decree issued last week automatically dissolves 
all mixed marriages between Jews and non-Jews in Germany 
contracted since 1930. Business enterprises owned by the 
parties im such mixed marriages are to be “ Aryanised, 
that is to say, they must pass into the hands of non-Jews. 
A special provision igs made in this decree to secure that the 
Jewish partner of the annulled marriage should not in any 
way benefit from the property or derive any income from 
the business formerly owned by both. . 

This has been done with a view to mecting a situation 
which has frequently arisen in recent times as a result of 
the dissolution of mixed marriages. Hitherto, when such 
marriages were annulled by order of the Nazi Government, 
provision was usually made for the Jewish husband or wife 
to receive a certain proportion of the income from mutually 
owned property. 

The same decree contains a provision dealing with~ the 
children of mixed, Jewish and non-Jewish, parentage. 
According to this decree, all such children to the third 
generation must publicly renounce their Jewish parents or 
grandparents by proclaiming themselves to be illegitimate. 
Only after making public declaration in these terms will 
such persons be considered “ pure Aryan.” If a son or a 
daughter refuses thus to brand the Jewish parents he or she 
will not be deemed worthy of Aryanisation and of equality 
with full-fledged Nazis. 


ITALIAN ANTI-JEWISH MEASURES 


More Vigorous Enforcement 
PRESSURE ON REFUGEES TO QUIT 


After a brief respite, the Italian authorities are tightening 
up enforcement of anti-Jewish measures provided in the 
racial legislation adopted last year, and are extending their 
scope by administrative measures, according to a Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency Rome correspondent. 

Special police supervision is now being exercised over 
some 800 Polish-Jewish refugees who entered Italy since the 
outbreak of war on transit visas to await immigration visas 
for Palestine, the United States, and other countries. Most 
of these refugees are concentrated at Trieste, where the 
Jewish Agency maintains an immigration office. The police 
measures, it is understood, are designed to force these 
refugees to leave Italy as soon as possible. 

Practically all of them have been warned to leave within 
from five to ten days, and in one case a Polish-Jewish 
refugee named Mozes Wirgin. who had arrived from Warsaw 
only a month previously, was deported across the German 
frontier. 

This deportation, the first of its nature to be confirmed, 
was meant to serve as a demonstration and warning, it is 
learned. The result has been a wave of panic among the 
refugees in Trieste. Most of them have definite emigration 
possibilities within the near future. For the greater part, 
they represent the wealthier Jewish class from Warsaw and 
are not dependent on charity.

THE ORT IN FRANCE 
Fund Campaign Opened 


NEW TRAINING FARM 
ESTABLISHED 


[From our Correspondent—Paris} 


The financial campaign of the French Ort was recently 
opened by an “At Home ™ at the residence of Baroness and 
Baron Pierre de Gunzbourg, son of Baron Horace de 
Gunzbourg, first President of the Ort in Russia. 

M. Francois de Tessan, former Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, who presided, emphasised the effort made 
by the French Ort to adapt their programme to the needs 
of the war by laying special stress on the training of skilled 
(chiefly juvenile) labour for the metal industries. 

Senator Justin Godart referred to the refugees, meg of 
the commercial and intellectual classes, who escaped from 
persecution with no other capital but their hands, which 
they were not ffained to use. The Ort had come to their 
help and taught them trades which would enable them to 
begin working immediately. 

Professor William Oualid, President of the Central Board 
of the Ort, stressed that body's special attention to the 
youth, while Rabbi Isaie Schwartz, Grand Rabbin of France, 
expressea the hope that the refugees might be permitted 
to become working citizens of France. 

An appeal for funds was made by M. Abraham Alpérine, 
Chairman of the Executive of the French .Ort, who 
announced the first subscription of 100,000 francs received 
from Baron Robert de Rothschild. Thanking the host and 
hostess for their hospitality, M. Alpérine mentioned the 
traditional sympathy of their family to the cause of the 
Ort and the gift of a fully equipped engineering school made 
some time ago by Barons Pierre and Philippe de Gunzbourg 
to the Paris Ort. . 


A well-appointed and well equipped estate of thirty-seven 
hectares has been acquired by the Ort in the Department of 
Lot et Garonne, in the south of France, for the purpose 
of an agricultural school. The estate will also serve as a 
model farm for the refugees whom the Ort has helped to 
settle in that region and as a centre which will contribute 
to the development of Jewish agricultural activity. 


TO HELP NEEDY ARTISTS 


The war has very seriously affected the position of many 
Jewish artists in Paris. To alleviate their distress, the Rybak 
Foundation has decided to create a special relief fund to be 
raised by the issuing of several series of postcard reproduc- 
tions of works by Jewish artists. The first series of twenty 
postcards, in an artistic pasteboard cover, is now on sale 
at the price of twenty-five francs. 

The Rybak Foundation was created a few years ago in 
memory of the ill-fated Jewish painter Issachar Rybak, 
who died in the prime of life shortly after the successful 
exhibition of his works in England.

Organisations to form a federation for the fostering of closer 
relations between France and foreign countries. The Federation 
is under the Presidency of M. Georges Duhamel, member of 
the French Academy. .

CANADA’S UNITED RELIEF FUND 


For Refugees and War Victims 
NATIONAL OFFICE ESTABLISHED 


The first report has just been issued by the United Jewish 
Refugee and War Relief Agencies, org2nised under the aegis 
of the Canadian Jewish Congress. 

The agencies forming part of this organisation are: the 
Joint Distribution Committee, the Canadian Jewish Com- 
mittee for Refugees, the Ort Federation, the Federation of 
Polish Jews of Canada, the Jewish Labour and the People’s 
Relief Committee, all of which have separate branches in 
various parts of the Dominion. 

The purpose is to unify the work for refugees in Canada, 
as well as to help in the collection of funds for refugee 
Jews overseas. 

Raising of funds for all these organisations will now ‘be 
concentraied in the national office, of which Mr. Saul Hayes, 
of Montreal, has been appointed as Executive Director. 

The report just issued shows that for campaign, adminis- 
trative, and other purposes Canada is divided into three 
regional divisions: 1, Western Region; 2, Central Region;

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THE HOME FRONT 
IN PERIL 


WHATEVER the rights and wrongs of the criticisms 
passed on the recent Allied action in Norway, one 
thing may be stated with complete confidence. The 
questionings and the censures from various quarters 
have arisen not out of fretful querulousness but from 
sheer anxiety lest the fullest possible effort be not put 
forth in the present fateful struggle. This the Parlia- 
mentary debates have conclusively demonstrated. If 
anyone abroad mistakes the criticisms for anything 
but evidence of the national determination to see this 
struggle through to a triumphant end, he will, in due 
course and however distant the day, witness the 
fallacy of his blundering superficiality. 

To be resolved, however, is also to be prepared. At 
any moment, the hitherto somnolent war—apart from 
the Norwegian episode—-may break into a blaze 
beside which the events in Scandinavia will seem 
small indeed. The Fihrer is well aware that, despite 
his meretricious victories over a few weak peoples, 
the great and decisive struggle still remains. He 
knows that the sands are perhaps running out, and 
that his people, by no means so united and resolute 
as the Nazi propaganda machine would have us 
believe, would go with fear and despair into a second 
winter campaign. It is quite on the cards, therefore, 
that he will seek a decision in the months immediately 
ahead. For that imminent testing time we must all of 
us be ready. We have to eschew strife and cultivate 
unity. We have to avoid defeatism during the ebb 
and flow of the conflict, and cultivate that manly con- 
fidence which never degenerates into complacency. 
We have to keep cautious tongues and stiff upper lips. 
We have to realise and bow willingly to the fact that 
everything we have—not merely luxuries but many 
necessaries too—may have to be thrown into this 
battle for the nation’s very life before the hard-won 
goal is reached. Above all, we have to hold steadily 
before our eyes the tremendous stake that is being 
fought for—an endurable life for ourselves, our 
children, and our children’s children. In a Hitlerised 
world, what happiness would remain to the nations? 
In a Nazified Europe, what door of hope would open 
to the Jews? | 

There is something else of vital consequence that 
must be stressed. Before the testing time is here, we 
have to make sure that our home front is well guarded, 
and ready for the enemy’s onset. Can we be certain 
that that state of readiness exists at this moment? 
The accidents of history—the fact that Jews have been 
cast by the enemy for the role of smoke-screen for 
international disruption—have made Jews peculiarly 
sensitive to the presence of Nazi Fifth Column 
treachery, and have given them a sure scent for the 
enemy lurking near by. A grim fate has forced upon 
Jews an expert knowledge and a sure understanding 
of the ways of the “ Black International” which has 
won more victories for Hitler to date than his armed 
forces or his diplomacy. It is no mere love of vain 
iteration but stern sense of duty which has driven this 
paper again and again to warn the Government of this 
more or less hidden danger. This anxiety is not con- 
fined to Jews but can be found among non-Jews of 
balanced judgment. They fear, as we fear, that the 
authorities have not even yet grasped the full magni- 
tude of the peril and are still lulled by the numerical 
insignificance of the “ Fifth Column ” into the mistake 
of underrating its power for mischief, just as the

popular mind thinks of those actual or potential © 


traitors as composed solely of foreign conspirators. 

In recent weeks, the startling example of Norway, 
which so tragically confirmed the warnings uttered for 
many months in this paper, should have made an end 


of these comfortable delusions. Has it? Are the 
Government and the country awake even now to the 
truth? Have the authorities taken all the steps that 
they should or could take against our domestic 
Quislings, cut almost exactly to regulation pattern? 
Or are they content, as was the Norwegian Govern- 
ment, to smile on them with contemptuous indulgence 
—until it is too late? Do the masses recognise that 
there is in this country, under their very noses, what 
The Times well calls “that assortment of British 
citizens, ranging from the smug to the seditious,” 
whose work may be as menacing as those of the 
“ so-called enemy aliens’? These are the momentous 
questions that thunder at the conscience of those who 
appreciate the facts. They call insistently for answer. 

No one could be insensible to the qualms felt by 
many lovers of freedom at anything which may look 
like tampering with the cherished freedom of citizens. 
As Jews, we have at least as much reason as others 
to guard well that precious heritage. But let us be 
realists. In a life and death struggle for national sur- 
vival, the Government justifiably claims the right to 
interfere drastically with the freedom of the individual 
—so drastically as to take him, by compulsion, from 
his daily round and send him into the firing line; it 
interferes, quite rightly in the circumstances, at every 
point in the ordering of our daily existence; and it 
threatens the levying of forced loans from individuals 
if they are not yielded up voluntarily for the State. 
In such conditions, is it not ridiculous to object, on 
the ground of civil liberty, to measures which would 
deprive traitors and disrupters of the power to create 
dissension and confusion and paralyse the nation’s 
war effort? No one will deny the right of reasonable 
criticism, provided that it is concerned to secure the 
efficient conduct of the war machine. That way lies 
the road to safety for the nation, the test of demo- 
cratic superiority over the “ Yes-manism” of the 
Dictators. But honest criticism is one thing, and 
treasonable licence quite another. The distinction is 
plain enough for men of sense—and this is no time 
for the niceties of academic hypothesis We are not 
fighting a legal battle in a Court of Law but a ruthless 
enemy in the field, and there is no difficulty in dis- 
tinguishing between the frank and honest critic whose 
actions are inspired by the will to win the war and the 
saboteurs, the pro-Nazis, comfortably covered in their 
anti-Semitic cloaks, who are out to stir up suspicion 
and discontent and despair, and who creep into the 
favour of the most unstable elements by their pre- 
liminary efforts to set the Jewish and non-Jewish 
sections of the population by the ears in the day of 
the nation’s trial. 

“ This,” said the PRIMF MINISTER last Tuesday, “ is 
no time for quarrels among ourselves. Let us beware 
of bickering and divisions—when presently we may 
be faced by war in its most violent form, directed 
against this country in the hope of breaking its 
courage.”

PROPAGANDA BY OMNIBUS 


IN another column appears a report of a Fascist May 
Day meeting. It was of the usual character and need 
not detain us overmuch, whatever degree of importance 
Hitler's agents may attach to such gatherings. What 
perhaps points to a matter of more consequence is that 
a number of Mosley’s stage-army of sympathisers on 
the way to the meeting indulged, while on a public 
omnibus, in a blatant orgy of anti-Jewish abuse, to the 
embarrassment and annoyance of Jewish fellow-pas- 
sengers. In the past this had become apparently 
an organised practice. The conductors, accustomed to 
noisy and sometimes drunken displays by their “ fares,” 
do not, it seems, interfere. But have not those who 
control these public vehicles a duty to protect unoffend- 
ing passengers from insult? It cannot be right or 
reasonable that their buses should’ be turned into 
propaganda platforms from which gangs of rowdies can 


affront harmless people and stir up strife with com- - 


plete impunity. Surely the conductors should be 
empowered to ask these roughs to desist and, failing 


compliance, to stop their vehicle and report the matter 
to the nearest policeman? 


BUTCHERED TO MAKE A NAZI FILM 


Tue Nazis in Warsaw recently organised a pogrom, 
It was not, apparently, a “ spontaneous " pogrom of the 
type with which their fellow-ruffians have familiarised 
us in Germany. On the contrary, it seems to have 
been openly organised in every detail, including an 
invitation to the camera-men of a big film company 
to attend and “ shoot” the scenes. And the object was 
simply to use the pictures as propaganda to show the 
world how incapable the Poles are of maintaining order 
on their own soil, With that purpose, realism was 


cultivated ruthlessly. Ten Jews were killed and many | 


injured, while the cameras clicked to prove how brutal 
and undeserving these Poles can be, and the local 
Nazis enjoyed an exciting holiday. There is nothing 
far-fetched about this story. Only a few wecks ago 
foreign notabilities were invited to see another German 
film about Poland in which the horrible Nazi brutalities 
committed during the German conquest were brazenly 
exhibited, although up till that moment denied. The 
guests are said to have received this self-revelation in 
frigid silence. But its perpetrators are ‘apparently 
under the delusion that this illustration of Hun 
“ frightfulness,” when shown to small neutral peoples, 
will cow them into submission. It is one more example, 
perhaps, of the warped and twisted texture of the Nazi 
mind. But it is also an exposure of the coarse instincts 
of some of the German people, and a reminder of the 
imperious need of a ruthless check being placed upon 
them if civilisation is to endure. Only the other day, 
in a town in England, dead German airmen were given 
a military funeral and wreaths were laid on their graves 
by sympathetic English women. In the sharply con- 
trasted incidents at Warsaw and Clacton is revealed the 
chasm which yawns between Nazi and civilised mentali- 
ties—and the reason why to-day we are at war. 


UNITED SYNAGOGUE IN FINANCIAL STRAITS 


Tue United Synagogue’s budget, presented last week, 
disclosed an anxious financial situation; and the fact 
that it is, in this respect, only a pale reflection of the 
nation’s budgetary position does not detract from its 
significance. Briefly, the difficulties of the United 
Synagogue arise from two causes. On the one hand, 
there has been a disastrous fall in the income of the 
Constituent Synagogues amounting to nearly £13,000 
last year, compared with that of the previous year, and 
estimated at between 25 and 30 thousand pounds in the 
current year, if things do not mend: On the other 
hand. this emergency cannot be met by using the 
capital of invested funds for the reason that most of it 
consists of trusts earmarked for specific purposes, 
which cannot be varied, while the balance has already 


-been largely employed and is, at the moment, practi- 


cally exhausted. All that could be done, therefore, was 
to effect certain economies, such as staff reductions 
and the disbandment of choirs; to foreshadow reduc- 
tions of Ministers’ salaries; to draw on the only liquid 
assets available, in the shape of the Ministers’ Salaries 
Fund; and to suspend normal repayments of capital by 
Constituent Synagogues. The last of the Lyuid funds 
is at the point of drying up—it has dropped from 
£37,300 at the end of 1938 to an estimated £8,800 at the 
end of this year. The outlook is thus gloomy. 


DEFAULTERS MUST PAY UP! 


SOME members have—perhaps from force of habit— 
sent cheques to relieve the situation. But such contri- 
butions, though no doubt welcome, do not hold out a 
real solution of difficulties, unless the United Synagogue 
is to seize on the idea and, for the first time in its life, 
issue a call to the public on the pattern familiarised by 
purely charitable bodies. Even that plan would make 
its appeal mainly, if not exclusvely, to those already 
interested in the United Synagogue, and would thus be 
equivalent to an additional, though voluntary, taxation 
of members. In point of fact, there are only two ways 
of tackling the emergency. There must either be 
increased revenue or reduced expenditure—or some- 
thing of each. The first of these wil? be secured if 
defaulters in a position to pay, many of whom have 
now returned to London, would honour their obliga- 
tions like men, or were made to do so under threat of 
expulsion if they continued to withhold their dues with- 
out sufficient reason. The second way is by laying a 
much rougher hand on expenditure than seems 
hitherto to have been thought feasible or desirable. Over 
£2,000 is spent on prisoners, and another £2,000 when they 
are released. Must the United Synagogue in war-time 
devote the whole of these large sums to these mere or 
less deserving cliehts—at the expense of the Jewish 
Ministry and others? To do so augurs an odd sense 
of comparative justice, reminiscent of Dickens’s com- 
plaint of the fuss made of prisonérs as compared with 
their more unfortunate fellow-beings ift the workhouses, 


whose Only crime was poverty. 
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A JOB FOR THE DEPUTIES 

Can nothing be saved of the expenditure on the 
Jewish Institute? And, generally speaking, if the 
Treasurers passed all expenses through a very fine 
sieve would not a great deal of the outgoings be reduced 
in the process? We are at the beginning of a war which 
will tax the national resources to the uttermost. We 
cannot afford all the things which we found so desir- 
able in the piping days of peace. In truth, we are in 
urgent need of a general overhaul of all our institutions 
and movements so that our financial coat may be cut 
according to our cloth. Why cannot the Executive of 
the Board of Deputies take the initiative in this serious 
matter? 


“UNCLE GEORGE” 


DEATH was in its most ironic —or should we say 
merciful? — mood when it took from the earthly scene 
this week that fine and upright citizen, George Lans- 
bury. For there is ironic significance in the fact that the 
events which preceded his passing mocked all the 
labours and dreams of his strenuous career; and mercy 
in the restraint that withheld from his gaze the fullness 
of the ravages destined to mar or destroy his life’s work. 
George Lansbury was, in very deed, one of Nature's 
noblemen, a truly Christian gentle man. His mind 
reached out, far beyond human meannesses, to the 
broader and happier existence which he longed that all 
men might enjoy. In his strivings he was inspired by 
the Hebrew teachings of Peace, Social Justice, and 
respect for all the families of mankind; and during the 
seventy years he spent in East London, with Jews as 
his neighbours, he did his utmost to exemplify his ideals 
by his daily practice. More than once, reasoning with 
unreason and prejudice, he has told his audience that 
he had lived nearly all his life with Jews and found 
them very much the same kind of people as his non- 
Jewish neighbours. To his humanity and good sense, 
indeed, hatred of one’s fellows was at worst cruel and 
at best unintelligible. And so, unflagging, he fought his 
good fight till the end, not shrinking in extreme old age 
from one last desperate errand in the cause of peace— 
desperate, because it took him on a vain quest to Hitler 
himself. His impenitent faith and courage should 
sustain us in these days. They dignify the art of 
statesmanship and must be an abiding inspiration to 
us all.

We shall 
always try to get these notes to you at regular intervals, 
but in view of the risk which we take there is a chance 
that the notes may be sent late.” 

The leaflets conclude with an appeal to “end this alien 
war.”

Stupidity of Anti-Alien Scare 
MISSING THE REAL ENEMY 


{from our Special Correspondent' 


A statement giving details of the number of enemy aliens 
employed by the L.C.C. or in civil defence services for 
which the Council is responsible is being prepared. This 
follows on the action of the Marylebone Borough Council 
in dismissing seventeen enemy aliens who have been engaged 
on A.R.P. work for the past five months. The reason for 
- dismissals has been stated as “the interests of public 
safety.” 

Mr. Herbert Morrison told the L.C.C., however, that he 
was not prepared to give an unqualified promise that “in 
the interests of national security, he would take steps to have 
all enemy aliens discharged from the Council's service.” 

He was replying to a question by Alderman F. W. Dean, 
of Marylebone, who has been leading the agitation for the

Marylebone and other Councils—in particular Lytham 
St. Annes, near Blackpool, which is reported as having a 
resolution on the Town Council's agenda proposing that 
“all aliens without exception” should be interned subject 
to appeal and that the appeals should be heard by the local 
authorities—should take good nore of the following letter 
which appeared in THe Times the other day: 

“ Those who are calling for the indiscriminate internment 
of enemy aliens and refugees are doing the Allied cause 
great harm. There are, indeed, grounds for believing that 
many of the advocates of drastic action have at one time 
or another themselves been potential recruits for the Fifth 
Column. I recently took the Chair at a public meeting and 
was instrumental in inviting a Viennese refugee to be one of 
the speakers. Rarely can an audience have heard a more 
telling indictment of totalitarian tyranny. And 
through her remarks could be traced an idealism unquenched 
by suffering, a fervent belief in democracy and Christianity, 
and an unbounded faith in the cause to which the Allies have 
put their hand. Far from putting this and other anti-Hitler 
refugees under lock and key, | suggest that the Ministry of 
Information would do well to make use of their invaluable 
services at the public meetings being arranged throughout 
the country.”

THE COLONIAL WELFARE BILL 
Presented to the House

The Colonial Development and Welfare Bill, which was 
formally presented last week, is a demonstration that the 
war is not interfering with the British Government's good 
intentions to assist progress in her Colonies, protectorates, 
protected States, and mandated territories.

Apart from providing £500,000 a 
year for research schemes and £5,000,000 annually for ten

LANDMARKS BRANDY HISTORY 


ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION 
Conditions in Russian-Occupied Poiand 


A statement on the position of the Jews in Poland, 
Hungary, and Italy was made by Mr. Leonard Stein, 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, at a meeting of 
the Council held at Woburn House on Tuesday, —s_| 

Mr. Stein, who presented the report of the Joint Foreign 
Committee, spoke of the Russian-occupied zone in Poland, 
where, he said, conditions were reported to be very bad, 
particularly from an economic point of view. The replace- 
ment of the Polish currency by Russian had forced the 
trading classes to liquidate all their cash deposits. Factories 
and many shops had been nationalised, as well as larger 
dwelling houses. At least 15,000 tradesmen had lost their 
means of livelihood. Out of 8,500 shops in Lwow, 6,500 
had been closed down, 1,500 had been converted into State 
shops, and only 500 of the smallest had been allowed to 
continue trading as long as they could obtain supplies of 
goods. In speakirig of Hungary, Mr. Stein referred to a 
decree issued by the Minister of War which excluded Jews 
from any branch of the Army except the infantry, and laid 
it down that they might not be promoted even to non- 
commissioned rank. 


In his remarks on the situation in Italy, Mr. Stein quoted 
a speech made in the Chamber of Fasces by Signor Buffarini, 
Under Secretary in the Ministry of Interior, in which he had 
defended the anti-Jewish laws and declared them to be 
unalterable. This speech, said Mr. Stein, apparently 
heralded new administrative measures extending the scope 
of the anti-Jewish legislation. . 

A vote of sympathy was tendered to Lady Goldsmid 
and her family on the death of Sir O. E. d’Avigdor 
Goldsmid, who had been a member of the Association for 
many years, and was President from 1921 to 1926. 

The statement of receipts and payments was presented by 
Mr. L. G. Montefiore. 

The Council agreed to accept the resignation of Mr. 
Montefiore as their representative on the Ica, in order to 
enable Mr. Stein, as President of the Association, to conform 
with precedent and represent them there. Mr. Montefiore 
is to be co-opted to the Ica.

FASCISTS IN BETHNAL GREEN 
May Day on the Soap Box 
A FEEBLE AFFAIR 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


The British Union of Fascists held a May Day rally in 
Bethnal Green last Sunday night. 

ACTION claimed that “ some of the finest men and women 
of our race will take part in this great demonstration.” 
I met some good examples of this “ fineness ”" on my way to 
the Fascist rally. 

At Liverpool Street Station a number of Fascists and 
anti-Semites got on to a number 8 ‘bus. They spent the 
fifteen odd minutes’ journey to the meeting place in singing 
anti-Jewish songs and in telling of their deeds of daring 
against Jews. 

“Show your passports,” they shouted, “ you're not in 
Palestine now.” One—a well-known Hyde Park Jew- 
baiter—sang “ Onward Jewish Conscripts,” and when he had 
finished, his friend began, “ Run, Jew-boy, Run, Jew-boy, 
Run, Run, Run.” After this, imaginary newspaper head- 
lines were called out. One was: “ Hitler in London, Jews 
on the Run.” Another: “ 10,000 Jews Killed Fighting in 
Norway, Some Hopes.” 

When two Jews left the bus, there was derisive laughter. 
“We'll get them yet,” a woman Fascist shouted. 


Boasting of Window-Smashing 


These anti-Semites were telling each other “to stick 
around ” after the meeting, and they would “ see some fun.” 
One anti-Semite described how he and a number of friends 
had on some past occasion smashed seven Jewish shop 
windows, “ pop, pop, pop, easy.” 

They all got off at Green Street, to swell Mosley’s 

athering, and if Hitler and Goebbels had come to London 

fast Sunday night they would have received an enthusiastic 
welcome in Victoria Park Square. Fascists from all parts 
of London were gathered there to hear Mosley demanding 
“peace and justice for the people.” 

But although there were several hundred Fascists and 
sympathisers present, the affair was not very successful. 
There was a lack of enthusiasm, a certain lifelessness which 
was reflected in the dull slogan shouting. What was more 
significant was the unavoidable impression created that the 
whole gathering was distinctly isolated from the surrounding 
population. Local residents came along to see what was 
disturbing their Sunday rest, muttered something about 
“ Hitler's friends,” and then walked off. 


Vanity and Abuse 


Mosley had a thoroughly good time. He spoke for over 
an hour, with no one to say nay to his preposterous soap-box 
verbosity. But the only time his people really got excited 
was when he indulged in Jew-baiting. When he roared 
out that this was “a Jewish war” his followers began to 
wake with the  Yids" and. 
shouted little groups. One Fascist who was going around 
collecting money became quite excited, and yelled: “ Peace 
with honour, not Jewish dishonour.” 

“What are they going to promise us this time,” Mosley 
asked, “a land fit for Hebrews to live in? ” His employees 
laughed obediently at this brilliant flash of wit. They were 
also delighted when he referred to “ the foul lying creatures 
of the financial democratic Press, the kept lackeys of the 
Jewish financiers.” 

It was this particular piece of mendacious vulgarity that 
caused a policeman on duty ai the meeting to say to a 
fellow-officer: “ I believe in free speech; but this ts not free 
speech, it’s free abuse.” 


“Fifth Column” Link Denied 


A good deal of time was spent by Mosley and by earlier 
speakers in seeking to disclaim all connection with any 
foreign creeds. They. seemed very embarrassed about 
attempts to link them up with Hitler's Fifth Column. As 
ACTION puts it: “No foreign creed is this. No foreign 
money bags lend it their support. No alien crook or inter- 
national agitator can wend his way into its ranks. For 
British Union belongs to the British people and it ts their 
answer to the tyranny of finance and parties which has 
guiled them in the past.” One can almost sympathise with 
their embarrassment and the unpleasantness of having to 
seem to accuse themselves by excusing themelves; and this 
may account for the unfortunate appearance of the “ cap’s 


fitting.” 
. Mosley Would Suit Hitler 


“ There's one question I'd like Mosley to answer,” said 
a local resident to me. “Would it suit Hitler better if 
Mosley was in power in this country or would it not? The 
answer is obvious: and nothing Mosley says now Is going 
to make me change my mind.”

MOSLEY AT LEEDS TOWN HALL 


Why Was the Place Let to Him? 


[From our Correspondent—Leerps] 


Criticism of the Leeds Civic authorities for letting the 
Town Hall for a Fascist meeting was expressed by several 
members of the Leeds Chamber of Commerce at their last 
meciing. The President, Sir Granville Gibson, M.P., pre- 


The subject was introduced by Mr. Kenneth Fraser when 
reporting on the work of the Leeds National Savings Com- 
mittee. He quoted a reference by Sir Oswald 
“ Jewish finance ministers,” and said: “I am Zhoroughly 
ashamed of our city for letting the Town Hall fér propagat- 
ing these opinions. In a state of war we should not provide 
facilities for publishing the lies and foul argurhents of our 
enemies.” He hoped that the necessary steps would be 
taken to see that so long as the country was at war, the 
Town Hall and other public buildings were not allowed to 
7 used again in this way. No private building would be so 
et. 

Alderman R. H. Blackman also spoke in support. 

“ We are actually fighting a war on the principles of free- 
dom,” observed Alderman Rowland Winn, “and we must 
be very careful not to outstep those bounds by refusing 
freedom of speech. The Fascists are not the only people,” 
and he added that the Town Hall would not have been let 
without the sanction of the police. 


Recently, the YorksHire Post protested vigorously against 
a grossly unfair suggestion Mosley had made that the Leeds 
City Council was liable to be diverted from its duty by Jewish 
influence. In reply, Mosley wrote a rambling letter to the 
Yorksuire Post (which that paper published) all about some 
men at his meeting who looked like policemen and were not 
policemen but whom he thought were policemen, and whom his 
gentle stewards thought were policemen—but not a word of 
apology for his insulting remark about the Council. 


TACKLING THE ANTI-SEMITE 
Good Work in Anti-Defamation 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


No argument, however logically and persuasively put, 
can shake the confirmed anti-Semite—as distinct from the 
far more numerous victims of anti-Semitic lies who are 
capable of redemption. The mind of the confirmed anti- 
Semite is made up, and even the most powerful events can 
rarely change it. Such a man is dangerous—not only so 
far as Jewry is concerned but also as concerns the wider 
non-Jewish community. His poisonous clap-trap is specially 
calculated to rot democracy from within. 

Where the anti-Semite has ejected his poison, there swift 
and continuous counter-measures must be taken. And that 
is what the open-air anti-defamation campaign is engaged 
in doing. 

I! was present at an admirable example of this work 
recently at Lincoln’s Inn Fields. 


Setting Non-Jews Against Jews 


The anti-Semite desires nothing better than to separate 
the Jew from the non-Jew. One person at the meeting tried 
to do this, but he failed. 

He asked, for instance, why it was that the Jews refused 
to fight. When he was told that almost all the open-air 
speakers who were of mulitary age were already serving in 
His Majesty's Forces, he shifted his ground and wanted to 
know why the Jews had to wait for conscription, as was 
the case in the last war. The speaker pointed out that 
the Lord Derby scheme had had to be introduced in 1916 
not because the Jews were not doing their bit, there were 
only 250,000 Jews out of some forty million people, but 
because it had been found that a quicker flow into the Army 
was necessary. 

The questioner then wanted to know why the speaker was 
not in khaki. He was told that such personal matters were 
none of his business, but, the speaker added, “for your 


particular information, I'll let you know that the Govern- 
ment have decided that | am in a reserved occupation.” 
When the questioner jecred at this, the speaker asked: 
“Why, if you are so anxious to fight, are you not in 
khaki?” This completely discomfited the heckler. 

Much of the success of the meeting was due to the ready 
wit of the speaker, who kept an audience of several! 
hundreds attentively listening to him. 

One heckler even imsisted on shaking hands with the 
speaker. 

What pleased me greatly at this meeting was that no 
Jewish members of the audience tried to do the speaker's 
job for him, or engaged in private quarrels with non-Jews. 
Such action is always disastrous. 


A Serious Warning 


On this matter I would like to utter a very serious warn- 
ing. The task of the Anti-Defamation speaker is always 
made unnecessarily difficult when Jews in the audience 
foolishly insist upon entering into arguments with non- 
Jewish members of the audience. Let the speaker do his job. 

Even more serious is the folly of those Jews who, often 
ill-equipped with knowledge or ability for this work, take 
upon themselves to heckle at anti-Jewish meetings. The 
Jew-baiter is invariably only too delighted when he can 
“ play ~ persons like this and makes great use of them for 
gaining popularity and heaping derision on his questioner. 
Only recently I attended a British Union meeting which 
was going very badly for the speaker until one or two 
Jewish questioners gave him openings for his slippery 
tactics, 

My advice is—and I say this although I know that the 
Jew-baiters who read every word in THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
will quote this with relish--KEEP AWAY FROM ANTI- 
JEWISH MEETINGS. If you must go, then keep silent. 
The Jew-baiter can prattle about fair play, but no Jew 
will ever be given a square deal by those who seek to 
destroy him.

A few general 
hints should be borne 
in mind by those who 
this year have for the 
first time begun to work 
in their gardens 

The first thing to 
remember is that in 
cultivating plants, 
patience and steady 
energy are the principal 
requirements. We may 
laugh at the small boy 
who, having planted a 
bean, proceeds next day 
to dig it up to see if it 
is growing, but there 
are adult gardeners who 
are not much wiser. They worry over 
each seed they have set, instead of spend- 
ing their time and energy in a carefully 
mapped out programme of cultivation. 
If the ground work has. been properly 
conducted, the earth well dug, turned, 
and cleared, the seeds once sown should 
take care of themselves until they are 
well established. Then one does the 
hoeing and weeding. | 

Garden work should always be tidily 
done. Plan out your land and keep the 
rows as regular and as even as possible. 
Although it may seem too fastidious to 
pay attention to such détails, you will find 
that you are better able to tend a neatly 
arranged garden than one that sprawls in 
ungainly fashion. You will see, for 
instance, at a glance, where the seeds have 
failed to take and be able to replenish 
the Laps 


The Seed Bed 


It is a good plan to have a seed bed in 
In this sow some 
of the same seeds as those sown in the 
main garden, at the same time, and then 
when slugs or mice destroy some in the 
rows, you can transplant seedlings from 
the seed bed to the empty spaces.. The 
seed bed, too, can be a sort of scientific 
control on everything being grown, and 
in it you can experiment as to the 
amounts of fertiliser, water, etc., required. 

Peas, which are very liable to 
onsiaughts from slugs, may be soaked in 
a weak solution of paraffin and water 


Jewish Cookery 
RHUBARB 


In spite of ratroned sugar, housewives can 
make full use of the plentiful supplies of 
rhubarb. Here are one or two suggestions 
which will greatly reduce the amount of 
sugar needed. 

1. When stewing it, add a good pinch of 
bicarbonate of soda before you add any 
sugar, which do not add until it is half 
cooked. You will find you will then need 
only half the usual amount. 

2. Combine the rhubarb with an equal 
quantity of dates or soaked chopped figs, 
add a pinch of ginger, and little or no sugar 
will be required. 

3. Bananas or sweet oranges also make a 
good mixture with rhubarb and will help to 
reduce the sweetening. 

Rhubarb and Banana Meringue 


GREASE a fireproof dish and three-parts 
fill with finely cut-up rhubarb; sprinkle over 
very little sugar and the grated rind and 
juice of half a lemon. Peel and mash five 
or six bananas (not too ripe), and whisk 
lightly with a spoonful of sugar, add the 
white of an egg, and whisk for another five 
minutes. Heap up over the rhubarb, sprinkle 
with shredded nuts, and bake ip a moderate 
oven for half an hour.

Ridge Cucumbers

Lamb's lettuce or corn salad, which does 
not run to seed and can be used exactly 
as ordinary lettuce. Then you can grow 
cucumbers out of doors; the ridge cucum- 
bers are much more digestible than those 
grown under glass. Sow the seeds either 
in gentle heat or in a cold frame, and 
plant out, or else buy the small plants 
from a nurseryman and set in the garden 
a few weeks from now.

Trim and cut up rhubarb, put in a sauce- 
pan with the water and a good pinch of 
soda bicarbonate, and stew gently for ten 
minutes; add sugar, and cook to a pulp. 
Crumble in the stale cake, and when slightly 
cooled add lightly beaten egg. Turn into a 
greased fireproof dish, dot with margarine, 
and bake in a moderately hot oven till set 
and well browned, 


Rhubarb and Orange Compote 
Pur alternate layers of thinly sliced 
oranges and rhubarb in a casserole, sprinkle 
over a little grated orange rind and sugar 
to taste; add very little water, cover the 
casserole, and bake in a moderate oven till 
the rhubarb is tender.

Incidentally . . . 


The extension of the war to Scandinavia 
calls to mind the fact that the Swedish 
Consul in Liverpool is a Jew, Mr. Edward 
Augustus Behrend.

THE REV. HARRY S. LEWIS 


Though regarded by the conventional as 
eccentric owing to his own disregard of the 
conventions and the exceeding untidiness of 
his clothes, the Rev. Harry S. Lewis, whose 
death we announced last week, was a great 
and lovable character. The late Canon 
Barnett, founder of Toynbee Hall, said of 
him, “the best Christian of us all is the 
Jew, Harry Lewis.” During his many years 
in New York the work which appealed 
specially to him was that of visiting and 
conducting services in the city prisons and 
reformatories. 


THE SPECTRE IN THE LAKE 

Lewis, the most modest of men, yet took 
some pride in his knowledge of the moun- 
tains near New York and his Own prowess 
over rough country. On one of the long 
solitary walking tours in which he delighted 
he once towards nightfall found his path 
ended in a lake in the Catskill Mountains. 
Nothing daunted, just as he was, in lumber- 
jacket, knee boots, and rucksack. he swam 
out; about two hundred yards out he came 
upon two men fishing from a boat, by the 
light of an oil lamp, and he shouted. 
Startled, the men saw vaguely a_ white, 
bearded head, floating on the surface of the 
lake and uttering strange cries. Instantly 
they dropped rod and line and rowed like 
madmen for the bank. The “ spectre ” con- 
tinued on his course and landed on the fur- 
ther shore, where he promptly went to sleep. 
He was none the worse for this adventure-— 
at the age of sixty-five! 


ICHAIKOVSAKY CENTENARY 

This week sees the centenary of the birth 
of Tchatkovsky—-May 7, 1840. In his hfe- 
time he gratefully acknowledged his 
immense debt to three Jewish figures in the 
history of Russian music, Anton and Nicho- 
las Rubinstein and Leopold Auer. Ido not 
remember seeing Tchaikovsky s name in- 
cluded in any Jewish history or reference 
book, and was therefore surprised to notice 
that the well-known “ History of Music” 
by Stantord and Forsyth (1937. edition) 
states: “He had Jewish blood in him and 
was not so strictly national a composer as 
Rimsky-Korsakofl or Moussorgsky. His 
mind was more ordered and formal: his eyes 
less concentrated on one object, and there- 
fore more able to take a wide international 
view of the field of music. Consequently he 
was the ideal instrument through which to 
announce the aims of the Russian nation- 
alists to the outer world.” 


JERUSALEM, 1918 

Following on my reference recently to 
Seder services held for soldiers, Mr. Joseph 
Weber sends me a cutting from the “ Jewish 
Ex-Serviceman”™ of April, 1936, in which 
Professor Norman Bentwich describes the 
Seder Service held for Jewish soldiers in 1918 
in Jerusalem itself. Lord Allenby gave 
48 hours’ leave for a8 many as possible, and | 
300 managed to gather in the large house 
of a Bokhara Jew in the city. They repre- 
sented the whole of the Empire and France 
and Palestine. At the second Seder. Sir 
Ronald Storrs, then Governor of Jerusalem, 


attended. Besides Mr. Bentwich and Mr. 
Weber, another English representative 
present was Mr. Joel Hart.

CUT-PRICE PESTS 


I would answer Mr. Finn by reminding him that although 
there will always be anti-Semites in “ this mad world,” it 
is equally true that there are millions of decent, tolerant, 
level-headed Christians in England as well as in the rest 
of the world. Why then strain these people’s tolerance and 
provide the anti-Semites with ammunition by occasionally 
honouring cut-price pests with communal office? I once 
personally witnessed an instance where a President of a 
Congregation was called up to the reading of the Law, and 
at the very time his cut-price grocery and bacon shop was 
open as usual. This same person later demanded a seat 
on the Vigilance Committee—of all things—and the Board 
of Deputies, to their eternal shame, felt compelled to accede 
to his demand and he was informed he could consider 
himself co-opted. For the benefit of decent non-Jews, the 
vast majority in this country, I feel | must openly express 
the disgust and loathing that all decent Jews feel that this 
state of affairs should be possible—and all because our 
Community elects its officers with utter carelessness. And 
still we cry and moan about anti-Semites!—Mr. A.

There are two aspects to this question. There is the 
ordinary price competition which is legal and extensively 
adopted by all trades and traders. If a trader decides he 
can run his shop at a less margin of gross profit than his 
competitor, it is quite legitimate for him to cut prices—that 
is the customary method of competition, where all are 
free to do likewise. But with goods on the Price Protected 
List, the same factors are not present... These goods are 
sold and purchased on an implied agreement that they will 
be sold at the advertised prices. The manufacturer has 
spent thousands of pounds to advertise them, with the result 
that he has created a permanent suction of consumer 
acceptance, which makes them readily saleable. The 
trader who cuts the prices of Protected goods is an enemy 
to every honest trader, as he cannot get a supply by honest 
and fair means. Thus price-cutting leads to dishonesty, 
stealing, bribery, and corruption. Any Jews who indulge 
in price-cutting of Price Protected goods can have no idea 
of the enmity and racial antagonism he is producing against 
all Jews.—" A Jewtsn Traper,” London, W.2.

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Digging For Victory 
BY AUNTIE 


E are being urged by the authorities 
Wo “ dig for victory.” It is necessary 

that we should grow more food, 
vegetables, and cereals, in order that 
valuable shipping space used to carry 
imported food may be saved for other 
necessaries and also that the money sent 
abroad to pay for foodstuffs brought from 
other countries may be kept here. I know 
that Jewish citizens will play their part in 
this effort as in every other, and already | 
hear of numerous gardens being partly con- 
verted into vegetable plots. But there are 
other ways of “digging for victory” than 
by using a spade or hoe. Let me explain. 


SPIRITUAL SOIL 


I have repeatedly urged that the principal 
weapon with which we Jews have won the 
contests in which we have been involved 
through the ages have been spiritual ones. 
We have been physically weak and 
numerically few. We could never have con- 
quered our foes by force of arms. We have 
survived because we were armed with 
weapons which, throughout the ages, have 
proved impregnable. During the last war 
PUNCH — a cartoon showing the 
King of the Belgians facing the Kaiser. 
Belgium had been invaded, her towns 
reduced to ruins, her population ground 
under the heel of the conqueror. The 
Kaiser says to King Albert, “So you have 
lost everything,” and he replies, “ Not my 
soul.” That is where we, too, havé won 


though seeming to lose everything. Tyrants - 


may have apparently taken everything from 
us, but they have not been able to rob 
us of our souls, so we have outlived both 
the tyrant and the tyranny. It is in this 
spiritual soil now that we can again dig for 
victory. 

ANCIENT AND MODERN 


Before | proceed, let me mention that not 
long ago 1 overheard a _ conversation 
between people who were discussing my 
Chats. They were, of course, quite un- 
aware that | was within earshot. and I 
would not mention the incident now if 1 
thought that I could be identified. My chief 
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critic thought that I laid too much stress 
on the sayings and doings of what he dis- 
respectfully described as ~~ moth-eaten 
Rabbis.” They lived in a past age, he con- 
tended, which had no relation to present- 
day conditions, and therefore their views 
could have no relevance to these times. If 
Auntie wanted to find inspiration for her 
readers, he argued, let her find it in the 
achievements of the Chalutzim in Palestine, 
in the prowess of heroes like Trumpeldor, 
who fell valiantly defending a Jewish settle- 
ment against marauding Arabs. What could 
people like Hillel or Akiba know of the 
problems of the twentieth century, when 
life was lived so much faster and was so 
much more complex, when all kinds of 
things affected Jewish life of which they in 
their day were completely ignorant? And 
so he went on. 


IN THE PAST 


The argument was a plausible one, but I 
felt sorely tempted to answer it on the spot. 
You hardly need me to tell you that it is 
wrong to suggest that if 1 dwell very often 
on the sages of the past it does not mean 
that I am out of sympathy with, or do 
not intensely admire, the Jewish workers 
and heroes of the present. No one can 
doubt or impugn my enthusiasm for the 
Jewish National Home and Jewish achieve- 
ments there. The real point is that there are 
certain things, certain values, that are not 
of any particular age, but are eternal for 
all time. It was with these that the ancient 
Rabbis dealt, and that is why much of what 
they said and wrote has a permanent worth 
irrespective of the times in which they 
happened to live, just as the sayings of the 
Hebrew prophets, their predecessors, are 
immortal. Indeed, much of what the Rabbis 
taught derives special importance from the 
fact that in these days—partly because of 
the complexity of modern life-—there is a 
tendency to forget or to lower the ethical 
values which they expounded. In bringing 
them ever again :o recollection I am, | feel, 
digging for victory, because I am recover- 
ing from the great armoury of the past the 
very weapons that will assure that victory. 


YOUR SPADE 


What I want to urge to-day is that you 
should not take these things only second- 
hand. You are not “digging for victory ” 
by buying a bunch of carrots from the 
greengrocer. You must yourself take your 
spade and go out on your allotment. In 
other words, in this connection, I mean you 
must yourself dig in the field of Jewish 
literature and history and so grow your own 
Jewish food. If you do this you can never 
be starved out by any enemy.

The portrait of “ Louis Golding” by E. Menasse is 
neither a good likeness nor a successful composition. The 
bronze medals by Arthur Lowenthal are of excellent crafts- 
manship.

Cyril Ross’s “ Nazi Persecution ” 


Among the oil paintings, Cyril J. Ross’s “ Nazi Persecu- 
tion and Sacrilege ~ stands out because of its passion and 
patent sincerity. The painting “ Gabrielle and Susan,” by 
Frank Slater, is a pleasant composition, and I feel sure 
these are excellent likenesses. 

The two large landscapes by Charles Oppenheimer are 
technically excellent, but rather dull both in colour and 
composition. Leo §S. Delitz’s painting of “ Dalmatian 
Fishermen” suffers rather from the horizontal lines of its 
composition and rather monotonous colour, but I like Philip 
Kaufmann’s “On the Fast of the Day of Atonement.” It 
is a sympathetic picture of a young Orthodox Jew: there 
is a pleasant unity about the colour, though the hand which 
holds the citron is far too small. And incidentally one 
wonders what a Jew is doing with a citron on the Day 
of Atonement! I also like “ Scrubbing Girl” by Florence 
Hess, and S. van Abbé’s “The Young Student” is well 
thought out and excellently painted. 

Flora Lion, in her “ Portrait Study,” makes bold and 
happy use of that difficult colour, purple; and Hedwig E. 
Pillitz’s portrait of the lovely chinese girl, “ Ai Lien Tai,” 
is a delightful piece of work. “ The Philosopher,” by Carl 
Felkel, ts almost a first-rate picture. The figure itself 
(especially the head and hands) is beautifully felt, but the 
background is in too strong a key. 

The portrait of “S. Palme, Esq.” by Michael Goldberg,

Ort Appeals to the Deputies

To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLB 


Sirn—All those who are concerned about the future of 
Jewish people in various countries will be grateful to you for 
the remarks in your issue of April 26th about the necessity of 
taking serious steps for bringing about a change in the occupa- 
tional distribution of the Jews. 

it is now becoming increasingly evident that much of the 
hostile feeling towards Jews and of the ease with which that 
feeling can be aroused derives from the abnormal! economic 
structure of the Jewish population and the consequences that 
are produced by it in the social relations of the Jews with the 
other groups of the population of the countries in which they 
live. It first became evident in the ceuntcies where the Jews 
formed a large percentage of the total population—Russia, 
Poland, Rumania. The O.R.T. has been trying to remedy this 
for the last sixty years. 

Even in countries where the Jews form a small percentage 
of the population, the evil of this uneven occupational distri- 
bution 1s becoming ever more irritating. Private initiative or 
even the initiative of such an organisation as the B'nai B'rith 
will be of little use. 1! am afraid that even the Board of 
Deputies, if it made a serious effort to bring about a change 
of tendency, would not be able to achieve very much as the 
resistance of every individual to such “ interference ” with his 
rights in “ this free country " will be considerable. 

However it is obious that something must be done and if 
anybody is to do anything, the Board should do it. Let the 
Board first find out what ts the actual position and where the 
shoe pinches. Then perhaps a definite plan could be prepared 
how to proceed in bringing about a change. The O.R.T.

GENERAL MINING REPORT

SMART BROTHERS LIMITED 


STABILITY UNDER WAR CONDITIONS 

The annual general meeting of Smart Brothers Limited was 
held on May 7 in London. 

Mr. S. J. Goldberg, the Chairman, said that hire-purchase 
deotors amounted to £1,968,517, a decrease of £165,827, and 
the net profit was £23,865 compared with £94,480 for 1938. 
These figures were affected enormously by the outbreak of war. 
Business until the end of July was not unsatisfactory but when 
war was declared it came practically to a standstill. The final 
quarter of the year, always the best for their business, was 
completely ruined. In addition to the lack of customers, they 
had also been affected by the cancellation of orders placed 
before the war for delivery in the winter, and by the return 
of furniture by customers who for various reasons no longer 
desired to continue with their contracts. To obtain the results 
they had for 1939 had entailed a great deal of work and 
reorganisation. It could be fairly said that for a time the 
bottom had dropped out of the hire-purchase furniture business, 
as very few people would enter into a fresh lability and when 
orders had commenced to be placed once more there was very 
little of the year left. In addition they had been severely 
handicapped by the black-out. They had immediately taken 
all the steps possible to reduce expenses, and although substan- 
tial reductions had been achieved, there were many fixed 
charges, such as rent, rates, etc., over which they had no 
control at all. They were, however, verv glad that im the past 
they had never allowed themseives to pay inflated or unreason- 
able rents for their premises. Furthermore, there had been 
the burden of A.R.P. expenditure and insuring their stock 
agaist war risks. 

In view of the prevailing difficulties, although the results for 


the year were admittedly disappointing, yet taking all the 


circumstances into consideration they did not consider them as 
unsatisfactory. The profit that they were able to show was 
lareely due to the business done before the end of August and 
the strenuous efforts made to obtain every possible order and 
economy since the first shock of war had passed. 

Out of the available balance of £55,751, the final preference 
dividend had been paid leaving £43,532’ which it was proposed 
to carry forward. The Directors, themselves large share- 
holders, much regretted the absence of a dividend on the 
ordinary shares. 

In those cases where their customers were on active service, 
arrangements had been made to accept reduced instalments. 
The asset was as sound as ever. Over 4 period of years the 
reserve against hire-purchase contracts--now amounting ‘to 
£550,000-——had been steadily built up as a permanent reserve 
out of profits. 

As to the outlook much might happen before the current 
year ended. All possible steps were being taken to ensure the 
company having adequate stocks. Smart Bros., Ltd., had now 
been established over SO years: they had weathered the storm 
of the last war and this war must come to an end one day. 
The company was inherently sound and he was sure would 
come through its present difficulties, which had come about 
entirely through the war. Shareholders would appreciate the 
hire-purchase business was one which was extremely affected 
by a crisis such as the whole country was passing through. He 
could only express the hope that when they met again next 
year the war might have terminated. and in that event he was 
sure that the company would quickly rehabilitate itself.

THE STORY OF DR. EHRLICH 
Edward G. Robinson’s Latest Role

A courageous and finely conceived picture will shortly 
be seen in London: Warner Bros.’ “ Dr. Ehrlich’s Magic 
Bullet.” Edward G. Robinson has forsaken his gangster 
roles to play Dr. Ehrlich, the German Jewish scientist who 
discovered salvarsan and did valuable research work among 
consumptives.

THE MANNERS AND MORALS OF 
YESTERDAY 


Superb acting makes a convincing film of “ My Son, My 
Son” (“A”™ Cert.), a period piece with a plot hinging on 
the manners and morals of the day before yesterday. Not 
that the essential situation—a father’s blind love for his 
son—-is one that dates, but the way in which William Essex 
and his wife react to the vices of their son Oliver could 
only have occurred prior to 1914, As a mirror of those 
times it will probably fill many a middle-aged man and 
woman with nostalgia. 

Madeleine Carroll has a part which leaves her passive 
most of the time, but she takes her chances. Brian 
Aherne as the indulgent father could hardly have filled the 
part better; he is a model of what an indulgent father 
should be. Henry Hull as an [Irish friend is excellent, and 
grows old into his normal facial self very naturally. But 
the finest study of all is that of Louis Hayward as Oliver 
Essex: the part of the spoilt child growing up into a 
downright vicious young man is carried through with a 
remarkable sense of character. 

There are tears in this film at the Odeon, but there is 
laughter also, and humanity. 


FATE, THE POSTMAN 


Fate, like the postman, calls again if the first time the 
objects of his attention are out. That is the theme of 
James Cain’s story, “ The Postman Always Rings Twice,” 
which has been made into a French film, “Le Dernier 
Tournant,” by Pierre Chenal (now showing at the Embassy, 
Tottenham Court Road). 

It is a sordid but gripping tale of a young woman married 
to an elderly man and of an attractive wastrel with whom 
she plots to murder him. Chenal has let the “story unfold 
itself without any obvious tricks, although there is a polish 
characteristic of French direction, and the three main 
characters, Fernand Gravet, Corinne Luchaire, and Michel 
Simon, play their parts with conviction. There is also good 
work by Le Vigan in a small part. 

The best performance comes from Michel Simon, the 
honest fool, who brings a terrible pathos to the scene 
before the attempt on his life, as he plays the accordion 
and makes the two plotters dance together. He is like an 
amiable bear who is forcing his keepers to dance.

CHRISTY MINSTRELS IN TECHNICOLOR 


“Swanee River” (at the Gaumont, “U” Cert.) is a 
picture that is full of nigger minstrel songs—* Oh, Susan- 
nah,” “Camptown Races,” “My Old Kentucky Home ”*— 
that make our modern “hits” sound anaemic. The film 
is yet another song-writer biography, telling the story of 
Stephen Foster and his association with the Christy 
Minstrels. Don Ameche is Foster, and Al Jolson, growing 
a little paunchy and less sentimental, is Christy.
